spite of all tha‘, nobody who has ever been in 


the habit of frequen‘ing the Hongkong Hotel 
will seek to deny for a second the universal 
courtesy which he has exwerienced at the 
hands ofthe Furapean staff, It is the Enropean 
staf which has made the hotel what it is to- 
day; it is the European staff ox. whom the

RUNNING 1HE BLOCKADE.

THE Ss, “suverus.” out 


‘The circumstances attending the. capture of 
the German steamer Severus about a day’s run 
fram Vladivos‘ok, the crew of which reached 
Yokohama the other day, lend additional in- 
(crest to recent Japanese seiztires, and impart 
an altogether new colourinyy to the anticipation 
of blockade runners, ‘the /apua Mail states 
that the vessel sailed frimr Cardiff on November 
17th with a cargo of 3,200 tons of the hest 
Welsh coals and whether in the lower holds 
dynamite was stowed, as the Japanese authori 
ties have been informed, remains yet to be 
told, ‘ 

Atthe time the ship's articles were signed 
her destination was stated to be, Uongkong, 
and there was nothing exceptionally strange 
regardicg her passage except that after round- 
ing Ceylon: she steered for the Sumatra 
const and pursued a zigzag course till 
a defict in her boilers compelled her 
to put into Sabang, where she remained for 
three weeks. Leaving there she conted at 
‘Labuan and then proceeded northward, It 
was on February 21st when she ‘first encounter: 
ed the ice, being then about a few miles north 
of the Hachinobe-Rikuchu Pravince, ‘where 
her sister ship the Romulus (one of the same 
company’s vessels which hat kept her com: 
pany from the time of coaling at Labuan) al- 
tered her course so as to escape the massive 
floes only to meet others of a more dangerous 
character and sustain damage which for a time 
wholly disabled her. The Severus proceeded 
on her course aod, on February 22nd, callided 
with a flae which stove in her bows, As she 


' 


was rapidly going down by the head the pumps 


were set to work and kept going, but the water 
for days continually increased ‘till twelve feet 
were in the fore peak, On the morning of 
the sgrd she was fully encased in the ice, 
and it was on the afternoon of that day that the 
Honykong-maru was sighted right ahead, The 
usual signals were hosted, and at the request 
of the Monghong-maru another attempt was 
made to proceed onward, but a thicker 1 e 
breaking across the bows stove in two more 
plates. The contlition of the Severus was such 
that it was decided to signalihe Vonghony-maru 
that it was impossible to go any further, and an 
answer was received lo awnit the diybreak, 
Crumbling the ice like matchwood at early 
mom the Aenyk one-maru came up abreast the 
Severns, and atg o'ciack two Japanese officers 
and eight men boarded her, After an examin: 
ation of the ship’s papers the Japanese officers 
wave the order to put the engines full speed 
ahead and “never mind the leak," andfultow- 
ing the wake of the warship the blockade run- 
ner was taken (o Yokouukawhere she arrived on 
the evening of the 2nd instant, 


The Severus is one of the Claus Andersen's 
fleet of Hamburg steamers built in 1892 by Sir 
William Gray at West Harilepool She is ol 
iron constructi-n, triple expansion engines, and 
had a speed of ten knots Commanded by 
Captiin Bernd she had been enyaged in th: 
South American meat trade, and is a staunch 
vessel and shoyether a valuable prize It bs 
whispered that her freight was to be four times 
the value of her caryo, and that she was in- 
sured up to the hilt. 

Among the crew of the Severus were two 
Russians who were arrested by the Japanese 
and retained in prison at Yokosuka —Mecasa- 
ti Press
